1.  When  the  abstract,  extract,  or  summary  itself  is  cited,  insert 
abbreviation,  Abs.,  Extrv  Sum.,  in  parentheses,  capitalized, 
after  the  title  or  after  language  note,  if  any. 

Example:

AGENCY . 

1.  As  author.   _See_ AUTHOR,  Corporate  author. 

2.  As  publisher.    See  IMPRINT. 

ALSO  IN. 

If  an  item  is  found  in  identical  form  in  more  than  one  periodical 
or  if  it  is  reprinted  in  some  other  form,  that  information  may  be 
given  in  a  note  beginning  "Also  in,"  "Also  issued  as,"  "Similar 
title  in,"  "Reprinted  in,"  etc.  All  publications  of  a  given  item 
need  not  be  sought  out  and  listed. 

Examples:

ANALYTICS. 

Definition:  The  entry  for  a  part  of  a  work  or  for  some  article  con- 
tained in  a  collection  or  serial,  including  a  reference  to  the 
publication  which  contains  the  article  or  work  entered. 

Analytical  entries  are  made  freely  for  individual  articles,  bulle- 
tins, and  chapters  or  other  parts  of  books  or  serials. 
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ANALYTICS--Continued. 

The  arrangement  for  such  entries  is:  1,  Author;  2,  Title  of  article 
or  part;  3,  Author  and/or  title  of  book  or  serial;  4,  Collation;  5, 
References;  6,  Imprint;  7,  Call  number.  For  parts  of  books  the 
word  "In"  underlined  precedes  the  author  of  the  book  (3). 

Examples:

ANNOTATIONS  . 

1.  Bibliography  of  Agriculture:  Use  annotations  only  when  neces- 
sary to  clarify  the  title.  A  word  or  phrase,  in  brackets,  added 
to  the  title  may  often  be  used  instead  of  an  annotation. 

2.  Special  bibliographies  and  lists:  Use  annotations  to  indicate 
the  scope  or  contents  of  the  publication  cited  if  they  are  not 
adequately  shown  by  the  title. 

a.  An  annotation  should  be  factual  and  informative:  a  concise 
statement  of  the  exact  contribution  made  by  the  work  cited 
to  the  subject  of  the  bibliography. 

b.  It  should  not  evaluate. 

c.  Subjective,  appraising,  or  laudatory  statements  should  be 
omitted. 

d.  Conciseness  and  brevity  are  essential.  Elliptical  sentences 
may  be  used.  Do  not  repeat  information  in  the  title.

(1)  The  citation  of  material  in  the  publication  annotated 
consists  of  page  (or  volume  and  page)  referred  to. 

Example: 

"Probably... paid  less  for  them,"  p.  37. 

(2)  The  citation  of  material  from  separates  consists  of 
title,  author,  and  page  referred  to. 

Example: 

Comment  on  this  work  is  found  in  A  Practi- 
cal Guide  to  Successful  Farming,  by  W.  S. 
Moreland,  Ed.  2,  p.  98. 

(3)  The  citation  of  material  from  serials  follows  form 
of  entry  for  serials,  but  call  number  is  omitted. 

Example: 

"Describes... with  other  methods."  -  Rev. 
Appl.  Ent.,  Ser.  A  21:9.    Jan. 1933.

ANONYMOUS  PUBLICATIONS. 

Enter  under  Title. 

ARRANGEMENT. 

1.  Bibliography  of  Agriculture:  Items  follow  a  fixed  classification 
scheme,  with  items  arranged  alphabetically  in  each  section. 

2.  Special  Bibliographies:  Items  may  be  arranged  alphabetically, 
chronologically,  by  a  classification  scheme,  or  in  whatever 
manner  best  presents  the  material. 

3.  Do  not  repeat  an  item  under  a  different  classification. 

4.  Alphabetical  arrangement  is  in  accordance  with  A.  L.  A.  Rules 
for  Filing  Catalog  Cards. 

AUTHOR. 

1.  Name 

a.  Enter  under  surname  followed  by  a  comma  and  initials  of 
the  forename  or  forenames.    U.  S.  D.  A.     Library  catalog 
and  A.  L.  A.  Catalog  Rules  are  authority  for  the  form  of 
name. 
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AUTHOR- -Continued. 

b.  Editor,  compiler,  etc.  may  be  considered  the  author  when 
no  author  is  given.  The  abbreviation  ed.,  comp.,  etc.  fol- 
lows the  name. 

2.  Titles 

a.  Foreign  titles  of  rank,  such  as  Sir,  Lord,  Viscount,  Baron, 
are  used  when  given. 

b.  Dr.,   Prof.,  etc.  are  omitted. 

c.  Mrs.  is  omitted,  except  when  author  uses  her  husband's 
forename. 

Examples: 

Smith,  Mrs.  F.  for  Mrs.  Fred  Smith. 
Smith,  F.  for  Mrs.  Fanny  Smith. 

d.  Titles  of  members  of  religious  orders  are  used  when  sur- 
name is  not  known. 

Examples: 

Francis,   Brother 
Ursula,  Sister 

3.  Initials:  Publications  signed  by  initials  only  are  entered  under 

last  initial. 

Example: 

J.,  M.  C.  for  M.  C.  J. 

4.  Joint  authors 

a.  If  there  are  no  more  than  three  personal  authors,  cite  all 
in  author  entry,  separated  by  commas. 

b.  If  there  are  more  than  three,  cite  first  author,  followed  by 
a  comma  and  the  words  "and  others"  and  give  joint  au- 
thors, in  the  sequence  of  the  title  page,  in  a  note. 

Examples: 

CRUESS,  W.  V.,  GLAZE WSKI,  I.  G.  A.,   and 
SEAGRAVE-SMITH,  H.    Experiments  on  frozen  citrus 
juices  and  syrups.    Fruit  Prod.  J.  &  Amer.  Food  Mfr.

6.  Pseudonyms:  Use  pseudonym  if  author's  name  is  not  known.

BIBLIOGRAPHIC  STYLE  7 

BOOKS,  FORM  OF  ENTRY. 

Enter  in  the  following  order:  author,  title,  edition  (except  first), 
imprint,  collation,  references  to  literature,  series  note,  call 
number. 

Example: 

WILLIAMS,  N.  W.    The  people  and  politics  of  Latin 
America;  a  history.    Rev.  ed.    Boston, Ginn,  1945.    961  p. 
Ref.    134  W67 

For  further  information  on  each  part  of  the  entry  See  that  heading. 

See  also  ANALYTICS. 

BRACKETS. 

1.  Use  only  when  information  is  supplied  in  the  title,  the  citation, 
or  in  a  quotation.  Punctuation  is  placed  outside  the  bracket 
when  material  supplied  is  at  the  end  of  the  title. 

Examples: 

SMITH,  J.  J.    Corn  industry  [in  Iowa].    Berkshire,  Eng., 
Co.  Council.  Agr.    Instr.  Dept.  [B.]  268,10  p.    1949.  10  B256 

2.  Do  not  use  brackets  when  material  is  supplied  in  collation,  or 
imprint. 

Examples: 

4  p.,  not  [4]  p. 

8(10):222-245,  not  8(10):[222]-245. 

Boston, Ginn,  1949?  not  Boston, Ginn, [1949?] 

CALL  NUMBERS. 

1.  The  call  number  is  the  last  item  in  the  entry. 

2.  a.  Give  U.  S.  D.  A.  call  numbers  only. 

b.  For  other  libraries  give  name  of  library,  abbreviated, 
omitting  call  number. 

c.  Use  U.  S.  before  names  of  Government  libraries  except 
Libr.  Cong.,  Army  Med.  Libr.,  and  U.  S.  D.  A.  branch 
libraries. 

Examples: 

Libr.  Cong. 

U.  S.  Dept.  Com.  Libr. 
Army  Med.  Libr. 
Beltsville  Br.  Libr. 

3.  Give  call  numbers  for  periodicals  cited  after  "Also  in,"  "Re- 
viewed in,"  etc. 

CAPITALIZATION. 

1.  Author  entry:  Write  entire  name  in  capitals  but  not  additional 
words,   such  as  and,  ed.,  comp.,  pseud. 
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CAPITALIZATION- -Continued. 

2.  Titles  of  books  etc.,  in  the  entry:   Capitalize  the  first  word, 

proper  nouns,  names  of  institutions,  and  according  to  the  prac- 
tice of  the  language,  proper  adjectives. 

3.  Title  entry:   Write  first  word  in  capitals.  If  first  word  has  less 
than  four  letters,  write  second  word  in  capitals  also. 

4.  Imprints:   Capitalize  proper  names.  In  corporate  names,  capi- 
talize first  letter  of  each  important  word. 

5.  Citations  of  serials:  Capitalize  all  words  except  conjunctions 

and  prepositions. 

6.  Annotations:   Follow  Government  Printing  Office  Style  Manual. 

7.  Contents  notes:   Follow  rule  for  titles,  above  2. 

Examples:

CHEMICAL  FORMULAS. 

Do  not  use  formulas  (e.  g.,  H2O  for  water)  for  names  of  chemical 
compounds  in  annotations,  except  in  quotations. 

COLLATION. 

1.  Definition:  That  part  of  the  entry  which  specifies  the  volume, 
pages,  illustrations,  maps,  etc.,  constituting  the  book  or  article. 

2.  Location:   Collation  follows  imprint. 

3.  Language:   Use  English  words  and  Arabic  numerals. 
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COLLATION- -Continued. 

4.  Illustrations  are  omitted  from  Bibliography  of  Agriculture.  In 
special  bibliographies  use  illus.  to  include  illustrations,  photo- 
graphs, portraits,  plates,  diagrams,  charts,  etc.  Where  the 
fact  that  illustrations  are  colored  is  important,  give  as  follows: 
322  p., illus. (col.)  or  (pt.col.). 

5.  Maps  are  omitted  from  Bibliography  of  Agriculture,  except  that 
when  the  entire  publication  is  a  map,  the  word,  map,  is  substi- 
tuted for  the  pagination.  In  special  bibliographies  note  them 
when    important. 

Example: 

440  p., illus., maps. 

6.  Paging 

a.  Books 

(1)  Give  main  paging  only.  Omit  preliminary  or  supple- 
mentary pages  unless  it  is  necessary  to  refer  to 
material  on  those  pages. 

(2)  If  two  main  pagings  are  given  write  as  follows:  63, 
74  p. 

(3)  If  book  is  in  more  than  one  volume  use  number  of 
volumes  and  not  number  of  pages. 

(4)  Atlas.  If  one  volume  of  the  work  is  an  atlas,  give  as 
follows:   284  p., and  atlas;  2  v., and  atlas. 

b.  Serials.    See  SERIALS,  FORM  OF  ENTRY. 
CONFERENCES  AND  CONGRESSES. 

1.  As  author.     Use  following  form: 

INTERNATIONAL  LABOR  CONFERENCE,  28, 
SEATTLE,  1946.    Food  and  catering  on  board  ship; 
fourth  item  on  the  agenda.    Internatl.  Labour  Off.  Rpt. 
4,37  p.    1946.    389.2  In82 

2.  As  citation.    See  SERIALS,   FORM  OF  ENTRY,  2.  b. 
CONTENTS  NOTE. 

1.  Capitalization.    See  CAPITALIZATION. 

2.  Abbreviate  and  capitalize  Ch.,  Pt.,  and  Sect. 

3.  Use  Arabic  numerals  unless  Roman  numerals  have  been  used 
in  the  title. 

4.  Use  a  colon  after  the  terms  Contents  or  Partial  contents,  a 
comma   after  the  chapter  number,  semicolons  between  chapter 
titles. 

Example: 

Contents:   Ch.  1,  Root  diseases;  Ch.  2,  Stem  diseases; 
Ch.  3,  Pod  diseases;  Ch.  4,  Witches'  broom  diseases 
(Marasmius  perniciosus  Stahel);  Ch.  5,  The  preparation 
or  "curing"  of  cacao. 
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CONTENTS  NOTE --Continued. 

5.  Give  paging  only  when  parts  of  chapters  are  mentioned.  Do  not 
give  paging  when  chapter  number  is  used,  except  in  the  case  of 
parts  separately  paged.

d.  If  there  is  no  place  on  the  title-page,  supply  one  from 
another  part  of  the  publication,  if  possible.  If  none  is  found 
use  n.p.  without  brackets.

4.  Explanation  of  any  departures  from  the  standard  form  of 
entry. 

5.  Explanation  of  the  arrangement  of  entries. 

6.  Description  of  the  index. 

7.  Acknowledgements.

QUOTATIONS. 

1.  Quotation  marks  are  always  used  to  enclosed  quoted  material 
in  notes. 

2.  Quotations  are  followed  by  a  reference  to  the  publication  and/or 
page  quoted. 

3.  Copy  quotations  exactly,  word  for  word,  indicating  any  omis- 
sions, except  at  the  beginning  or  end,  by  three  periods.

after  the  collation. 

2.  If  a  bibliography  needs  special  attention  because  of  a  distinc- 
tive title  or  because  a  special  phase  of  the  subject  is  treated, 
give  in  a  note.

3.  Omit  paging  of  references  to  literature  unless  the  list  is 
extensive.

If  the  symposium  is  on 
one  specific  subject  and  the  number  of  contributors  is  not  large, 
give  contents  in  note  instead  of  analytics.

Follow  catalog  practice  in  giving  thesis  note.
